DETAILS OF SUNDAY'S FIERCE 


AND BLOODY RIOTING. 


Paiis, Aug. 21.—The papers of this 


<-Hy, in commenting 
on the riots 


which took place 
yesterday, 
are 


unanimous ui pronouncing the situ- 
ation to be of the most serious char- 
acter. The conservative and nation- 
alist organs accuse the government 
of provoking yesterday's bloodshed 
by unjustifiable arrests. The Gaulois 
reproaches the cabinet for not having 
*aken measures to prevent the ex- 
cesses. 


The indie?!, revisionist and repub- 


lican papers insist on the necessity 
for moie firmness on the part of the 
ministry and deelare the ministers 
must defend the republic 
against 


secret machinations and attempts at 
an uprising. 


The radical press protests against 


the disorders and hopes the police 
will prevent a recurrence of them. 


The Figaro expresses the 
belief 


that the troubles are over and says 
the government has decided to act 
with the utmost vigor against M. 
Guerin, the president of the anti- 
Semite league, who, with some com- 
panions, has been barricaded in the 


destal of the statue which lises in the I 
center of the Place de la Republique, 
addressed the crowd. Among other 
things he said that the anarchists 
should be masters of the streets. The 
police 
interferred 
and 
dislodged 


Faure and Faberat, making three ai- 
rests. The crowd at this point dis- 
persed, but a column of demonstrat- 
ors, headed by Faure and Henri 
d'Horr, made for the Place de la 
Nation. 


The police broke through 
the 


column and a struggle for the mast- 
el y followed. Shots were fired, and 
M. Goullier, commissary of police, 
was twice stabbed with a knife. This 
threw the police into momentary con- 
fusion. The mob reassembled and ran 
toward the Place de la Nation. The 
police, re-enfoiced by a squad that 
had been held in reset ve, made an- 
other attempt to stem the current, 
and fresh fieice fighting occurred, 
three 
constables 
being wounded. 


Faure and D'Horr jumped into a 
passing street car that was going to 
the Place de la Republique, and the 
car driver, on ariivlng there, gave a 
signal to the police, who immediately 
arrested them both, together with 
two other anarchists, Joseph Fertiei 
and Jean Perrin. All were conveyed 
to the Chateau d'Eau barracks. Only 
D'Horr was found in possession of 
firearms. 


SACRILEGE IN CHURCH. 


In the meantime the anarchist mob 


retraced its course to the Plaqe De la 
Republique, smashing the windows 
of religious edifices on the way. Sud- 
denly, either at the word of command 
or in obedience to impulse, 
the 


column made a loop and curved to- 
ward the church of St. Ambroise, 
wheie the rioters smashed the win- 
dows. They went thence toward the 
Faubourg du Temple, which reached, 
at the corner of the Rue Darboy and 
the Rue St. Mauri-Popincourt, they 
formed into a compact body. Hatch- 
ets were suddenly produced with long 
knives stolen from the counters of 


headquarters of the 
league 
since I shop?, and a concerted rush 
was 


August 13. It also says the premier, 
M. Waldeck-Rousseau, thinks there 
will be no further disturbances in 
the streets of Paris. 


The Raphael

The Petit Bleu and other papers 


urge the government, in view of the 
seriousness of the situation, to re- 
nssuio the provinces by hastening 
the proceedings in the prosecution of 
the cases of those who have

charged with conspiring against the 
icpublic. 


The Rue de Chabrol, in which is lo- 


cated the building in which M. Guer- 
in and his companions are intrench- 
ed, and in the neighborhood, today 
present an every-day aspect. The in- 
vestment of the besieged anti-Sem- 
ites is being closely maintained and 
the vestibule of the house has been 
closed. A doctor who visited a sick 
inmate of the headquarters reports 
that the morale of the besieged party 
is excellent, but that they are worn 
out by the prolonged loss of sleep. 


CHURCHES TO BE GUARDED. 
From today on ell the 
churches 


will be guarded by pickets of repub- 
lican guards and detachments of in- 
fantry and cavalry will be held in 
rendiness for eventualities. 


The demage done by the rioters to 


tho Church of St. Joseph is estimated 
r.t eight thousand francs. 


The church is surrounded by a cor- 


don of police and no one is allowed 
to approach the building. 


It is pointed out that most of the 


persons 
arrested for rioting are 


youths from fifteen to twenty years 
of nge. 


The Rue de Chabrol is occupied by 


the Seventy-fourth and 131st Infan- 
try, with fixed bayonets. All ttie ap- 
proaches are guarded and it is im- 
possible to traverse 
the 
crowds, 


which are everywhere increasing. 


ARE IN REBELLION. 


In 
consequence 
of yesterday's 


events judicial proceedings have been 
instituted against Sebastian Faure 
and four others for rebellion, nets of 
violence and attempt to murder, and 
a gainst divers persons for robbing 
a consecrated building and burning 
its furniture, and also for breaking 
windows and inciting to liotous as- 
ssmblage. 
A judicial investigation 


will be held before Magistrate De- 
vails.

made upon the church of St. Joseph. 
The aged sacristan, seeing the mob, 
hastily closed the outer gates, but 
these were soon forced with hatchets 
and bars of iron. The massive oaken 
doors were then attacked. 


According to the first account the 


wild horde burst into the church, 
which instantly became a scene of 
pillage and sacrilege. Altars and 
statues were hurled to the floor and 
smashed, pictures were rent, candle- 
sticks, ornaments and hosts from 
high altars were thrown down and 
trampled under foot. 
The crucifix 


was made the target for missiles and 
the figure of the Savior was fractur- 
ed in several places. 


THROWN INTO THE FLAMES. 
Then, while hoarse voices sang the 


"Carmagnole," the chairs were car- 
ried outside, piled up and set on fire 
in the center of the square fronting 
the church. 
When this stage was 


reached the crucifix was pulled down 
and thiown into the flames. Sudden- 
ly the cry was raised that the statue 
of the Virgin had been forgotten and 
the crowd returned and tore this 
down also. 


When the police entered the church 


the anarchists had set flre to the pul- 
pit. The interior of the edifice was a 
complete wreck. Several 
valuable 


old pictures that can never be replac- 
ed were ruined. 


Shortly 
after 
midnight 
noisy 


crowds began demonstrating in the 
Rue de Chabrol, but they were soon 
dispersed by the police. A body of 
rioters which had taken refuge in the 
courtyard of the Gaie de 1'Est was ex- 
pelled by the police, who made twen- 
ty-five anests. 


In the collisions between the anar- 


chists and Guerinites the 
scuffling 


was serious and three companies of 
the republican guards charged the 
contestants, several persons being in- 
jured. Fifty or sixty policemen were 
striking wildly at every person with- 
in J'sach on the Boulevad de Magen- 
ta. 
A lad was knocked down and 


while trying to rise a policeman near- 
ly tiampled him to death.

In response to an 
appeal of the journals El Peuple and 
de la Republique, Sebastion Faure 
La Petite Republique groups of an- 
archists and socialists gathered about 
3 o'clock in the afternoon in the Place

tieason, began without incident at 
6:30 this morning. 


There was a large attendance in the 


Lycee at the opening of the court in 
view of the possible reappearance of 
Maitre L-ibori, leading counsel for 
the defense. 
But though he is pro- 


giessing as satisfactorily as possible. 
his physicians deemed it best for him 
to remain quiet. 


When it becime !t:icnT> that the 


distinguished lawyer would not par- 
ticipate iu the proceedings a large 
number of disappointed persons quit- 
ted the court room, leaving percepti- 
ble gaps along the benches. 


The court settled down to business 


quickly and by 9 o'clock five wit- 
nesses had appeared at the bar. 


If this rate is continued, it is cal- 


culated the couvt will get through 
with the ninety odd witnesses by the 
beginning of September, and it is 
probable that the verdict will be de- 
livered about September 7. 


Generals Roget, De Boisdeffra and 


Bilot were present on the witness 
seats and Colonel Picquart' took a 
place a couple of rows behind them. 


The colonel sat alone until M. Ber- 


tullus, the examining magistrate, 
whose evidence was so favorable to 
Dreyfus, entered and sat beside Pic- 
quart, warmly shaking him by the 
hand. 


ALL HOSTILE TO DREYFUS. 
All of the witnesses today were 


hostile to Dreyfus, but as none of the 
evidence was fresh but mostly a re- 
iteration of old statements, the audi- 
ence followed the despositions with 
comparatively little interest, a le- 
ference by M. Gvibelin to the rela- 
tions of Dreyfus with the demi monde 
proving the most appetizing portion 
of the morning's proceedings. A sub- 
dued titter went round the court room 
when M. Gribehn even professed to 
know the exact amount Dreyfus 
spent upon his various amours. 


M. Gribelin gave in his testimony 


with an honest demeanor and appar- 
ent sincerity, but he did not strike 
one as being particularly intelligent. 


Nothing in his appearance would 


indicate the contention of the Drey- 
fusards that he was Major Lauth's 
tool in the machination of the genei- 
al staff against Colonel Picquart, who 
listened to M. Gribelin with an air 
of contempteous impatience. 
Maitre 


Demange, of counsel for the defense, 
was more successful than usual in 
cross-examining him and visibly dis- 
concerted M. Gribelin. 


Counsel scored a distinct hit when 


he got M. Gribelin to admit that he 
mixed the intrigues of Paty de Clam 
and Henry to shield Esterhazy, and 
when M. Gribelin was finally dispos- 
ed of his evidence hac1 suffered badly. 


Dreyfus created a better impression 


today. He entered the court with a 
more confident bearing and replied to 
the witness in a calm voice without 
any theatrical gestures, and his re- 
marks were put so lucidly that he ap- 
peared to make an impression on all 
the judges, all of which are reputed 
to be btterly opposed to him. 


COLONEL JOUAUST HISSED. 
The session wound up with a scene, 


on account of the extraordinary con- 
duct of Colonel Jouaust, president of 


fourth bureau of the general 
staff, 


was the first witness today. He said 
that in his official capacity he com- 
pared the handwnting of the border- 
eau with the writing of various offi- 
cers in his bureau, including the 
handwriting of probationers who had 
been in the bureau during the pre- 
vious year and who had not favor- 
ably impressed his comiades. 


This probationer, Dreyfus, who was 


according to the witness, equally dis- 
liked by his comrades and superiors, 
and was, Fabre added, constantly en- 
deavoring by all sorts of means to 
learn the secrets of the plan of con- 
centration of the eastein railway sys- 
tem and in his anxiety to secure in- 
formation neglected his duties. 


His 
official duties, witness also 


said, placed it in Dreyfus' power to 
disclosed the documents referred to in 
the bordereau. 


Witness could emphatically deny 


all Dreyfus had said on this subject 


When Major Beitm showed witness 


the bordereau the latter was struck 
with the resemblance of the cali- 
graphy. Dreyfus was the only offi- 
cer who made a bad impression in his 
bureau and the opinions of the chief 
staff and heads of the departments 
confirmed witness' belief. 


CONVINCED OF GUILT. 


General Fabre, in conclusion, de- 


clared he was still as firmly convinc- 
ed as in 1894 that the prisoner was 
the author of the boideieau. (Sensa- 
tion.) 


After M. Demange had pointed out 


the discrepancies in Fabre's present 
statements and those he voiced in 
1894, Colonel Jouasust invited Drey- 
fus to reply. 


The prisoner said General Fabre had 


correctly 
desciibed the 
work on 


which he was engaged when a pro- 
bationer, especially emphasizing that 
he had to keep the dossier relating to 
the concentration centies on the east- 
ern system posted up. This was not 
a fictitious task. 


The prisoner's leply was made in 


calm, measured tones and his frank- 
ness seemed to favoiably impress the 
judges. 


Colonel D'Aboville. former deputj 


chief of the fourth bureau, related 
how Fabre had showed him a photo- 
graph of an anonymous note in which 
the writer intimatc-rl to his corre- 
spondent, 
"evidently 
foreign 
tc 


army" that lie had confidential docu- 
ments to communicate. 


The witness toid Fabre that the 


documents mentioned showed 
the 


writer could only be an artillery offi- 
cer, belonging to the general staff, 
who participated in the expedition of 
the headquarters staff in June and 
July, 1894. The position of Dreyfus 
corresponded v;ith these conditions 
and "to their gieat surprise," p 
striking resemblance was apparent in 
the writings of Dreyfus and the 
anonymous letter. 


DREYFUS SUSPECTED. 


Witness fuithei declared that only 


a probationer could possess the infor- 
mation mentioned in the bordeieau 
It was not only because of the le- 
semblance of the handwriting that 
suspicions weie directed at Dreyfus 
but because he was in a position to be 
acquainted 
with 
the 
documents 


enumerated. 


M. Demange wished to know why 


Colonel D'Aboville said in 1894 that 
in order to discovei the author of ths 
bordereau he thought it necessary tc 
investigate the officers who partici- 
pated in the expedition of the general 
staff that year. 


Witness leplied that he was induc- 


ed to do so by the expression in the 
bordereau '•! am going to the ma- 
neuvers" for he considered the expe- 
dition of the geneial staff equivalent 
to the maneuvers, although troops 
were not actually present. 


Counsel pointing out that a great 


deal of argument was founded on the 
expression. "I am going to the ma- 
neuvers," said it should not be for- 
gotten that in 1894 the expression 
was undeistood to apply to the expe 
dition of the headquarters staff.

It is a question 
of time, but the only way to settle the 
insuriection and assure prosperity to 
the archipelago is to concede self- 
goveinment to the inhabitants. That 
would be a solution of many ques- 
tions and would satisfy all, especially 
the Filipinos who believe themselves 
worthy of it and are so. 


"I have never been in favor of vio- 


lence toward the Filipinos. 
The is- 


lands are at this moment blockaded 
by a fleet, and war reigns in the in- 
terior. This abnormal state of things 
should cease. 


''I should like to see autonomy first 


conceded, and then annexation might 
be talked about. This is my opinion. 


"I should like to see violence at 


once put a stop to. 


'•According to my view the conces- 


sion of self-government ougnt to be 
the most just and most logical solu- 
tion."

DEFEAT OF CANAL BILLS BY 


THE DIET. 


Marks an Epoch in the Political His- 


tory of Germany—Socialists 


are Jubilant. 


Berlin, Aug. 12.—The newspapers 


of this city recognize the fact that 
the rejection by the diet of the canal 
bills marks an epoch in the political 
history of the country and point out 
that the conservatives, for the first 
time cince the formation of the empire, 
have openly defied a mandate of their 
sovereign. 


One of the results of the present po- 


litical situation is that the socialists 
are applauding the firmness of the 
agrarian junkers "in upholding the 
principles of constitutional right."

Economy In Feeding. 


Every dollar saved in the food Is an 


addition to the profit, but economy 
should never be practiced in using any 
foods that induce production. As long 
as an article is giving satisfaction it 
|),iys to use it, and when tbe hens fall 
off In lajing it Indicates that they re- 
quire something else. To practice econ- 
omy the cost of the food must be con- 
sidered from the standpoint of proflt. 
If corn has given good results and the 
liens cease to lay, then corn is no longer 
cheap. It may uo doubt be purchased 
at less outlay than any other food that 
can be wsed, but it will not be cheap, 
because it is of uo further use after the 
hens roach a condition in which they 
demand a new article of diet Lean 
meat, fresh from tbe butcher, is an ex- 
pensive food when it cannot be con- 
veniently procured, yet if the bens de- 
mand it and the results are favorable 
it is cheaper than corn. There, is no 
saving in buying grain because of its 
cheapness when better foods are de- 
manded, aud it is this point that the 
poultryman should keep in view. He 
should feed for eggs, no matter what 
kind of food may be required.

Money In Capon*. 


They who wish to make money In 


poultry should turn their attention to 
(Aponlzlng. 
Any one with steady 


nerves and fair eyesight can do the 
work, and it is very remunerative. Be- 
gin by getting a book of instructions 
and a set of tools; then, a^ter becom- 
ing acquainted with the directions, 
practice on dead chickens until you 
are expert. Learn to be quick and 
thorough. Chickens should be kept on 
short rations one whole day before the 
operation. It may be performed at 
any time after tbe chickens are old 
enough so that one may distinguish be- 
tween pullets and cockerels. It does 
not make much difference as to tue 
season, but I think fall is preferable. 
When you have learned to do the work 
well, you will find that you can make 
considerable by doing It for your 
neighbor, especially when they see 
how much more you get for capons 
than they can get for fowls that have 
not been 
caponlzed. One usually 


charges 10 cents per fowl for capon Iz-

JAKES A. HAYS DIED FROM YEL- 


LOW FEVER. 


Young Fort Wayne Soldier Expires 


on Cuban Soil—His Death Oc- 


curred August 3d. 


James A. Hays, a Fort Wayne boy, 


and a member of the Eigth United 
States cavalry, died 
from 
yellow 


fever in the hospital at Santiago de 
Cuba August 2d. This was the sad 
intelligence conveyed to his father, 
C. A. Hays, by a letter received Sat- 
uiday. Mr. Hays wc.s not aware of 
the illness of his son and the blow 
came as a fearful shock. 


James A. Hays was 
quite 
well 


known in Fort Wayne, and at the be- 
ginning of the war with Spain he

Ala.

Paris, Aug. 21.—The papers of this 


city, in commenting 
on the riots 


which took place 
yesterday,

unanimous hi pronouncing the situ- 
ation to be of the most serious char- 
acter. The conservative and nation- 
alist organs accuse the government 
of provoking yesterday's bloodshed 
by unjustifiable arrests. The Gaulois 
reproaches the cabinet for not having 
tn ken measures to prevent the ex- 
cesses. 


The radical, revisionist and repub- 


lican papers insist on the necessity 
for more firmness on the part of the 
ministry and declare the ministers 
must defend the republic 
against 


secret machinations and attempts at 
an uprising-. 


The radical press protests against 


the disorders and hopes the police 
will prevent a recurrence of them. 


The Figaro expresses the 
belief 


that the troubles are over and says 
the government has decided to act 
with tho utmost vigor against M. 
Gucrin, the president of the anti- 
Semite league, who, with some com- 
panions, has been barricaded in the 
headquarters of the 
league 
since 


August 13. It also says tho premier, 
M. Waldeck-Rousseau, thinks there 
will be no further disturbances in 
the streets of Paris. 


The Raphael

Foure, tho anarchist orator, for pro- 
voking troubles at n time when it Is 
the duty of everybody to urge calm- 
ness. 


The Petit Bleu and other papers 


urge the government, in view of the

The Rue do Chabrol, in which is lo-

The in- 
vestment of the besieged anti-Sem- 
ites is being closely maintained and 
the vestibule of the house has been 
closed. A doctor who visited a sick 
inmate of the headquarters reports 
that the morale of the b'esieged party 
is excellent, but that they are worn 
out by tho prolonged loss of sleep. 


CHURCHES TO BE GUARDED. 
From today on all the 
churches 


will ba guarded by pickets of repub- 
licnii guards and detachments of in- 
fnntry and cavalry will be held in 
readiness for eventualities. 


The damage done by the rioters to 


the Church of St. Joseph is estimated 
nt eight thousand francs. 


The church is surrounded by a cor- 


don of police and no one is allowed

SACRILEGE IN CHURCH.

Sud- 
denly, either at the word of command 
or in obedience to impulse, the 
column made a loop and curved to- 
ward the church of St. Anibroise, 
where the rioters smashed the win- 
dows. They went thence toward the 
Taubourg du Temple, which reached, 
it the corner of the Rue Darboy and 
lie Rue St. Mauri-Popincourt, they 
'ormed into a compact body. Hatch- 
ets were suddenly produced with long 
ciiives stolen from the counters of 
shops, and a concerted rush was 
nade upon the church of St. Joseph.

lonned an old nnd somewhat seedy 
iiiit of clothes amir started out to see 
what it was that deterred men from 
facing themselves under the Infiu- 
snce of the gospel.

Tired nnd hungry and begrimed 


with, dust, the.young minister np- 
ilied at one of'the iron factories at 
ttarion for a job. He waited nearly 
a half-day at the gate of the factory 
ancl then the foreman had him nd- 
nitted and gave him work at $T a 
ay. He was Iq be ready for work nt 


7 a. m. nnd work till noon, and begin 


gain at 1 p. m. and work till 6. He 


was assigned to a gang that was un- 
loading railroad iron, and at this he 
labored till Saturday night, hour nf> 
ter hour, through the long, hot days, 
without anything to relieve the mo- 
notony of the work. 
At night he 


was so utterly 
fagged 
out that he 


rolled into bed 
immediately 
after 


supper and each morning he return' 
ed to work with feelings of grentei 
aversion for his Job. 


When1 Thursday evening came, he 


remembered that it was prayer-meet- 
ing 
evening at 
all Presbyterian 


churches, but rest was so necessary 
to him that he 
contented 
himself 


with the memory nnd slept as sound- 
ly as though he had not missed the 
service. 
At the end of the week he 


gave up his job and left the place. 
Those who had worked with him and 
had occasionally taken the name ot 
the Lord in vain had no idea that the 
tramp laborer was a tnlenta-1 youuj? 
minister who was trying to find out 
why they did not fall in with the 
terms of the gospel and be saved. 


LEARNED A BROAD LESSON. 
Mr. McNutt came away from Mar- 


ion with a broader charity and with 
a less optimistic view of what may 
be accomplished by the gospel.

month after month can have but lit- 
tle if any ambition for more than 
keeping body and soul together, and 
he was not surprised to find them so 
worn out at the end of the week that 
they cai-ed for nothing on Sunday 
except to add to their bodily comfort 
He reached the conclusion that these 
men could hardly be approached up- 
on any side but the human side, for 
they were so much absorbed by the 
demands of their toil that it would 


next to impossible to awaken aspi- 


rations beyond such as would relate 
to bodily comfort. 


But the charity of the minister was 


broadened in another direction. • The 
men who labored with him were of- 
;en betrayed into expressions of im- 
patience, and some of these were not 
couched in the clerical language that 
the minister himself would have 
used, but he found n consonance be- 
.ween the toil and the expressions, 
and in view of the monotony of the 
irst there was something like pleas- 
ng exhilaration iu the force of the 
second. 


The minister's next experience was 
s a farm hand in Johnson county. 


Here the work was not so hard, and 
.he associations were a great deal 
better, for though he had asked for 
work ns a tramp, the farming com- 
nunity wns^generous with its con- 
Idences, and he found himself well 
rented. 
His employer invited him 


o attend the country church on Sun- 
day, and the minister-farmer went 
ilong-. 
When he entered the little 


:hurch one of the elders conducted 
iim to a seat well up In front and 
lemonstrated n friendly interest in 


,im. 
This treatment was in such 


iappy contrast with the cold indlf- 
'crence that he had encountered in : 
:lty churches where he went in his 
.ramp garb that he enjoyed the ser- 
non and entered heartily into the 
spirit of the services. 
Among the 


'armers from whom he received em- 
jloyment he found a commendable 
regard 
for his bodily comfort and 


piritual welfare, and in nearly every 
nstance he was treated with respect 
and kindness. 
He found the work 


ess laborious and the meals wond- 
erfully tempting 
in contrast with 


hose of the cheap boarding-houses 
•here he stopped when employed in 
nctories in the cities. 


CHRISTIANS ARE TOO IDLE. 
It was while employed in a factory 


,t Muncie that the minister thought 
ie would go out on Sunday night nnd 


what inducements were being of- 


ered for a better life outside of the 
actory. 
He visited all 
of 
the 


hurches in that city, but: found them 
ilosed and dark. On the steps of one 
if the largest he saw five young men 
ill-inking from a bottle and indulg- 
ng in coarse jests. 
Then he went 


among the saloons and in 
three 


ounted 133 men who were engaged 
n drinking nnd card playing. 
His 


nquiry for the rooms of the Young 
Ken's Christian 
association led to 


;he information that there was no 
arnniz.ation in Muncie. 


Then the minister began to moral- 
e. 
Hero in Muncie, he aiiid, are 


100 saloons, each doing business sev- 
en days in the week and about eight- 
een hours n day- While nil the re- 
igious denominations are represent- 
ed, each is content with four or six 
lours' service each week. 
In other 


words, the devil is at work about 
1,800 hours n day and the Christian 
people of Muncie are trying to over- 
come him by an average of about 
two hours' work a day. The minis- 
ter confesses that it is not strange 
that the devil has n big advantage 
n the city of Muncie when his agents 
ire so active and the agents of good 
so lethargic, nnd he reaches the con- 
clusion that so long ns these forces 
are so unequally matched evil will 
have its own way in that city. 


Mr. McNutt is still pursuing his 


inquiries nnd those who have met 
him say he is laying up his experi- 
ences and will eventually evolve n 
broader and better gospel from them, 
nnd one, too, that will appeal to the 
class whose condition he is investi- 
gating.
